Accused took over as commander of the Philippines POW!

The 
units were responsible’ for food, clothing, housing, medical and general 
treatment and so forth, according to lAth Army PO? dispatch regulations 
(R 105, 122, 156, 159, 167). He was not on the staff nor was he a staff 
officer cf the 14th ‘rmy but was directly under the commanding general | 
of the 14th Army. He had clerical responsibility to receive monthly 
reports from the units and relay mail and pay to the P'l!s in the units.
